Chris Lange Jost his battle over 
the position of Associated Students 
Inc. executive vice president Sept. 
15: 


Angel Barajas, the new execu- 


tive vice president, solidified his 
position as ASI board members 


denied Lange’s plea for the stu-- 


dents’ choice. | 
Lange did not go without a fight. 
“T am the elected vice president,” 
said Lange at the start of the meet- 
ing. “(Barajas) was not elected by 
the students, nor was he appointed.” 
_ He referred to the ASI bylaws 
that state an appointment must be 


made by the president in the event 
of a vacancy, and then approved by 
a majority vote from the executive 
board members. 

“T want to make sure the integri- 
ty of ASI is upheld,” Lange said. 

He said that the process of his 
removal went against the rules and 
was preformed unfairly. 

Lange said ASI never notified 
him of their decision to dismiss him 
from office and remained unclear 
over the grade check’s specific date. 

“T am hear to push this legisla- 
tion not to assume office, but to 
make sure the ASI bylaws are 
upheld in the future,” Lange said. 

He wanted to make certain that 
the students would be heard at 
future ASI meetings. 


Members on the board, Kelly 
Hudnall, director of arts and letters; 
Lisa De La Rue, director of ‘social 
science and independent studies; 
and Jessica Gomez, director of busi- 
ness, supported Lange and felt that 
the ASI rules were meant to be dis- 
cretional, 

“It’s up to us to interpret the 
bylaws,” De La Rue’said. 

Patricia. Worley, ASI executive 
director, wanted clarification on the 
sequence of events leading up to 
Lange’s removal from office. 

“The point of disqualification 
happened on May 20 ... any posi- 
tion that was disqualified fell to the 
next person with the highest amount 
of votes,” Worley said. “Student 
Affairs office checks eligibility. I do

Barajas had his eligibility

He said that students never 
elected Barajas, and that Barajas 
was only elected within ASI. 
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James Shelby II, executive vice 
president of finance, sided with ASI. 

“T think this is malicious legisla- 
tion,” Shelby said. “This is in direct 
violation of our bylaws. Even if leg- 
islation passed, the council would 
never overturn the bylaws.” 

Nicole Croly, director of educa- 
tion, also voted against Lange. 

“At the end of the day, we are 


‘ asked to see what is best for the stu- 


dents,” Croly said. “That alone and 
nothing else will go into my deci- 
Sop. Ay. . | 

Last year’s executive vice presi- 
dent, Julio Velasquez, spoke up at 
the meeting, as well. He. sided with

Sunday storm

Hundreds of Sacramento State 
students were stranded on the sec- 
ond floor of the University Union 
Sunday as water from the storm 
rushed into the building. 

Formal recruitment for Greek 
sororities was under way when the 
storm hit. : 

Grant Fox, the union building 
supervisor said he was scrambling 
to get all the students to drier 
grounds. 

“We weren't expecting this,” 
said Fox, who was busy getting 
contacting Central Plant to fix the 
problem. “The storm drains are 
completely clogged.” 

The downpour started at 1:20 
p.m. and lasted about a half an 
hour. The storm brought thunder, 
lightning, and hail to the campus. 
Power outages were felt through 
every room in the union. No one 
was prepared. | 

“T was studying on the second 
floor when it hit,’ said Vickie 
Vannucci, a senior and sociology 
major. 

Vannucci said she was used to 
the weather because she was from 
Italy and it stormed there every 
day, but that she was worried for 
her car. 

“Tt’s on the: first floor of the 
parking structure and they say it 
might be flooded,” Vannucci said. 

The first floor of Parking 
Structure 2 flooded along with the 
first floor of the union. Water

Almost 2,000 people filed into 
the University Union Ballroom on 
Sept. 15 to see Michael Moore’s con- 
troversial movie, “Farenheight 9/11.” 

The movie, part of the free movie 
schedule hosted by UNIQUE, has 
galvanized audiences around the 
country, and Sacramento State was 
no exception. 

The ballroom was prepared for 
1,700 occupants, leaving many to 
stand during the film. 

Two campus police officers were 
on hand but were. given no cause for 
action as the Young Republicans 
positioned representatives in the 
Union ‘to hand out pro-Bush_ plac- 
ards, and pamphlets pointing out fac- 
tual discrepancies movie. 

“The movie is a cultural event, 


_ and since the Moore foundation. is 


not aligned with any political groups, 
which means that no political group 
benefits from this showing,” said

Sacramento State adviser Jose 
Lorenzo Chavez is fighting charges 
of stealing $21,000 in computer 
equipment from. Riverside 
Community College in 2001. 

Ingrid Wyatt, riverside district 
attorney spokeswoman, said he is 
charged with one count of embez- 
zlement and one count of grand 
theft, and if found guilty could serve 
a maximum or four years in jail. 

According the Riverside district 
attorney’s report, Chavez is also 
charged with stalking and making 
criminal threats against his 
estranged wife Gerri Chavez. 

Chavez resigned as the dean of 
student services at Riverside 
Community College and was hired 
in 2002 as an adviser for the College 
of Education, Leadership and 


Policy Studies at Sac State. 

Riverside Community College 
spokesperson Jim Parsons could not 
be reached by press time. 

Sac State became aware of the 
criminal case after he was hired in 
2002. Ann Reed, associate vice 
president of public affairs, said that 
while lawyers are thoroughly look- 
ing into the situation, nothing could 
be determined at this stage, as he is 
innocent until proven guilty. 

“We are aware of the situation 
and watching it closely, and will 
have to assess its’ relevance to his 
employment,” Reed said. | 

Chavez would not comment on 
the case, however, his. attorney 
Jeffrey Van Wagenen spoke on his 
behalf. Van Wagenen said that the 
case is still at the pretrial stage and 
that Chavez is trying to resolve the 
agreement out of court.

The Interfraternity Council 
voted against a measure Sept. 15 
that would have required fraternities 
to register all of their events with 
IFC.

“There needs to be many venues 
to honor him,” said Rhonda Rios 
Kravitz, interim. director of the 
Serna 'Centér,. located on the first 
floor of the library. 

ASI wants to finance the project 
without raising student money and 
also plans to enlarge the fountain. 

Serna, remembered by many as 
being a very successful and passion- 
ate man, died of kidney cancer on 
Nov. 7, 1999, having survived the 
previous nine years with one kid- 
ney. 

He left behind a saga of hard 
work, tenacity and determination. 

A young farmer, Serna graduat- 
ed Sac State in 1966 with a B.A. in 


social science and government and, 


became an activist with the United 
Farm Workers of America, founded 
by Cesar Chavez. 

“For more than 30 years, Joe 
championed the United Farm 
Workers in Sacramento,” said 
Arturo S. Roderiguez, president of 
UFW, in a statement at Serna’s 
funeral on Nov. 10, 1999. “(He) 
always dropped whatever he was 
doing to respond ... his roots were 
with the farm workers. Joe Serna 





never forgot where he came from. 
And to his dying day, he never 
stopped caring for the people whose 
plight he had shared.” 

Immediately after graduation, 
Serna left for Guatemala to serve in 
the Peace Corps, where he helped 
the unfortunate and struggling 
native Mayan Indians. He returned 
in 1969 and became a faculty mem- 


ber at Sac State, teaching classes in 


government and politics where he 
soon received the CSUS 
Distinguished Faculty Award. 

Marc Grossman, communica- 
tions director for UFW, had been 
Serna’s neighbor and friend. 

“He would work late at night 
and on the weekends grading 
papers,” Grossman said. “He was 
driven. He got a college education, 
which was a real achievement in 
those days.” 

Serna also participated in the 
public sector. He was elected to the 
Sacramento city council in 1981 
and remained active until 1992, 
when he decided to tackle the posi- 
tion of mayor. 

AS  a_ representative of 
Sacramento, Serna kept busy and 
productive, fulfilling the city’s 
expectations and breaking the mold. 

“Sacramento has always hada 
weak mayor system, where most of 
the power is placed in the city man- 
ager. Joe pretended like he was a big 
city mayor would drive the agenda,”

Sema was a member of the 
Academic Senate, the Advisory 
Board of Campus Radio KXPR and 
the Chicano Faculty and Staff 
Association, among other campus 
bodies. He was a mentor to hun- 
dreds of students preparing for 
careers’ in the public service®.and 
journalism and raised countless 
funds for Sac State’s School of 
Business, Alumni house, 2000 
Olympic Trials, government depart- 
ment and special collections in the 
Library. 

“‘T think we want a place that has 
high visibility for Joe Serna as he 
was such an inspirational figure,” 
Rios Kravitz said. 

Serna’s son, Phillip Serna, looks 
forward to his father’s recognition 
and is grateful for the gesture. 

“Our family, my sister and I in 
particular, are very humbled ... that 
the student body would issue such a 
statement for our father,’ Phillip 
Serna said.

“won the election, but this year I’m

~» Rock the Vote, a nonprofit 
° organization founded in 1990, uti- 
“lizes the entertainment community 
- to interest young people in the polit- 
. ical process. 

Through education, Rock the 

* Vote encourages young adults to 
-have a voice. They teach young 
‘people how politicians ignore 
‘ groups who don’t vote, and how it’s 
+ important to stand up for what they 
. believe in. 
’ Several key issues that affect 
- adults.age 18-24 are jobs, education 
costs, student loan debt, health care 
and the war in Iraq. 

According to Rock the Vote’s 
Web site, young people are finan- 
cially stressed and unemployed. 
Two-thirds of college students grad- 
uate with loan debt in excess of 
$16,000, and 22 percent of high 
school graduates are unable to 
attend a four-year college ee 
of cost. 

The Web site points out that if 
politicians agreed to scale up col- 
lege grants for low and middle 
income families, they would help 
more students reap the economic 


benefits of higher education and 
reduce the increasing college debt 
burden on families and students. 

Young people are also less likely 
to have health coverage, and. they 
are the group that would be targeted 
if the military draft were reinstated. 

The goal of Rock the Vote’s 
media campaigns and street team 
activities is to increase youth voter 
turnout. The organization has 
organized several registration drives 
and voter education events. 

Rock the Vote appeals to young 
adults age 18- 24, and since 1990 the 

- organization 

has registered 
over 789,900 
people to 
vote.

Planned 
Parenthood. 

Known 
for helping 
teens — and 
young adult’s 
make wise sexual and family plan- 
ning decisions, Planned Parenthood 
is now telling their clients to “Do it 
in the Voting Booth. 

Planned Parenthood Mar Monte 


has long encouraged voting to pro- 


tect health care services. 

The campaign began in July as a 
proactive way to encourage voting. 

“Twenty-two million single 
women did not vote in the 2000 
presidential election, and if they did, 
the outcome of most races would be 
very different, “said Katharyn 
McLearan, Grassroots coordinator. 
“We are targeting women, in partic- 
ular, because they care about health 
care and education, and by voting 
they can make sure that it’s a priori- 





ty for elected officials.” - 

Planned Parenthood gained 
attention by creating “Do it in the 
Voting Booth” condoms, which 
have been passed out at colleges, 
local bars and community events. 


Employees are doing their part 


by wearing T-shirts with buttons 
that say, “Do it — Pledge to Vote, 
Ask Me How.” The shirts and but- 
tons are part of a new approved 
dress code that promotes conversa- 
tion between staff and clients, which 
lead to clients registering and pledg- 
ing to vote.

have been on campus for a year and 
boast 220 members, are responsible 
for getting students registered to 
vote. They are also responsible for 
the “Fahrenheit 9/11” protest and 
the Support the Troops rally. 

Other groups on campus are 
having some fun in the process.

The opening of a Latino art 
exhibit on Sept. 15 set the stage for 
National Hispanic Heritage month 
and the many activities and cere- 
monies ‘that will accompany this 
year’s annual celebration.

HE’S NO ANGEL? 


Bi i thundering fists of sec- 
ond-place finisher Angel 
Barajas’ blind political ambi- 
tion have once again rained 
heavily upon executive vice 
president winner Chris Lange. 
And it appears that this time 
the knock out blow has landed 
sharply. Legislation was intro- 
duced at last week’s Associ- 
ated Students Inc. board meet- 
ing that might have allowed 
Chris Lange to remain in his 
elected position as executive 
vice president and force Bara- 
jas to vacate his “by default” 
ASI office. } 

Introduced by board mem- 
bers, Kelly Hudnall, Lisa De 
La Rue and Jessica Gomez, 
Amendment 15 gave hope 
that the will of the students 
would be restored and Lange 
might be allowed to assume 
his elected position as EVP.

Velazquez said, Barajas’ 
attempt at “unity” involved 
two separate altercations. 
According to Barajas, he and 
Velazquez have a long-run- 
ning feud. Barajas told us 


Velaquez has tried three sep- 

arate times to have him 

removed from office. 
Adding to the drama and to 


our extreme disappointment | 


of the whole affair were the 
abstaining votes of board 
members: Sophia Albov, 
Alberto Cortes, Yang Lee 
and Meika Stoddard: The 
final vote was six against the 
legislation, four in support of 
the issue and four absten-

We talked to two of the 
abstainers, Yang. Lee and 
Meika Stoddard. Both 
expressed frustration at not 
being familiar enough with 
the legislation and Lee said 
he would have voted in favor 
of Lange had Lange brought 
in his transcripts showing his 
revised grade. Stoddard took 
issue with the way the legis- 
lation was written. Attempts 
to reach Cortes and Albov 
were unsuccessful.

Columnist Chris Jansen 
wrote an entertaining piece 
(Sept. 8 Hornet) on the trials and 
tribulations of her first week of 
class. At least half the article is 
devoted to various nuisances 
incidental to automobile com- 
muting: getting stuck in traffic, 
woefully inadequate on-campus 
parking, excessive costs, risks of 
theft and vandalism, etc. Such 
complaints certainly rank among 
the most commonly cited prob- 
lems of our campus. But for 
many of us a simple solution is 
available: commuting by public 
transportation and/or bicycle 
rather than by car. 

Travel on the RT system, 
both light rail and city buses, is 
free for Sacramento students. 
You can board without paying, 
just have your student ID card 
ready to show. Several bus 
routes (30, 34, 87, a few others) 
run directly to the campus; if 
you live near any of them, this is 
a very convenient option. If not, 
you may find light rail prefer- 
able. 

Light rail is fast and reliable. 
Rush hour traffic doesn't slow it 
down a bit, and at most hours the 
trains run every 15 minutes, so 
waiting time is not bad either. 
You can cut the waiting time 
even further by consulting a 
train schedule (available free of 
charge at the Union's ground 
floor Information desk) and 
planning your trips accordingly.

Even if you don't live any- 
where near a light rail station, 
you can still take advantage of 
the system by traveling to your 
nearest station by bus, car, or 
bicycle. If you drive, some of 
the stations have Park-n-Ride 
facilities; I'm sure you'll find 
parking a lot more easily at one 
of these than you will on cam- 
pus. If you bicycle, you can 
either lock your bicycle at the 
station (most are equipped with 
bike racks) or just carry your 
bike right onto the train, which 
requires no special arrange- 
ments. 

Ms. Jansen relates an all-too- 
familiar tale of spending nearly 
an hour just searching for a 
parking spot; living five. miles 
from campus, I can bike there in 
half that time. And bicycle park- 
ing on campus is plentiful, con- 


venient, and free. 


So for speed, for conven- 
ience, for lower stress levels, for 
economy, for the environment, 
and for your own health, quit 
subjecting yourself to the mis- 
eries Ms. Jansen writes about, 
and start commuting to school 
by bicycle and/or public transit 
instead. Once you try it, you'll 
wonder why you ever traveled 
any other way.

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Depression not uncommon 


If there is one thing all college 
students can relate to, stress is it. 
Whether you are stressed out due to 
school, work, family, personal or 
social reasons, it all feels the same. 
Why is it that some students seem to 
have no problem dealing with their 
stress? Some students can still man- 
age to perform their daily activities 
without the appearance of any stress 
or fatigue. Others under the same 
amount of pressure can barely func- 
tion and shut down, not clearly 
understanding why they are having 
such a difficult time. If I learned one 
thing last year, it would definitely be 
that stress can effect you in more 
ways than you think. 

As last year’s spring semester 
kicked into gear, I was _ not 
impressed. It wasn’t because my 
classes were too hard, or too boring, 
it was just me and my attitude. I had 
the luxury of living on campus and 
being able to sleep in to the last 
minute and run to class in my paja- 
mas. Despite this advantage, I found 
myself skipping class to sleep in 
more and more often. At first, I 
would wake up and decide that I 
would miss class because we 
weren't doing anything important 
and I would still be able to attend the 


“make-up” class the next day. After 


two months of mornings sleeping 
in, it finally reached a point where I 
noticed something wasn’t right. 
Not only had I not been going to 
class the past two months, I also 
noticed my social life had plummet- 
ed to an all-time low. It seemed as if 
my only friends were my body pil- 
low and the television; and, to be 
perfectly honest, that lifestyle suited 
me just fine. One morning reality 
quickly hit me like a ton of bricks

and I knew that who I was becom- 
ing was not the person I wanted to 
be. The morning I decided to take 
action is still as vivid a feeling today 
as it was six months ago. I remem- 
ber waking up and instantly wanting 
to hit the snooze button on my 
alarm. Since this was a routine pat- 
tern for me, it was no surprise that I 
had already made up my mind not 
to go to class. But there was another 


problem — work — and this was not 


as avoidable as skipping class. 
Sitting up in bed, I remember think- 
ing, “I can’t get up.” I sat on my bed 
for five minutes contemplating call- 
ing in “sick,” and suddenly I came 
to terms with myself. I was suffer- 
ing from depression. 

Once I recognized and dealt with 
the problem, I discovered my mood 
changing a little for the better. I went 
to the school nurse and she referred 
me to the counselor located in the 
Student Union. Nobody wants to 
admit they might be suffering from 
depression, sometimes there are 
things you just can’t. control. The 
objective in making public my per- 
sonal issues is to show that even 
someone like me, who is energetic, 
outspoken, and personable, can still 
suffer from hidden problems. 

Depression is common out- 
comes amongst college students 
dealing with stress. However, many 


tend to mask these issues due to the 
insecurity of acknowledging them. 
Freshmen are especially vulnerable 
to the heightened feelings of stress, 
insecurity, loneliness, social anxiety, 
in addition to dealing with family 
separation. Entering a new lifestyle 
surrounded by various people you 
don’t know can be intimidating, 
especially if you feel the need to try 
and fit in. Body image is a terrible 
thing when it leads to people taking 
drastic measures to achieve “perfec- 
tion.” _ Bulimia, anorexia and 
overeating are serious decisions 
with dangerous consequences. 

It is important to know that you 
are not alone if you are dealing with 
issues like these. Maybe they aren't 
in your control, maybe they are. But 
one thing is certain, it is unhealthy 
and dangerous to continue a 
lifestyle that will only cause you 
problems in the future. The best 
advice I can give is to go and do 
something about it. Whether you 
decide to talk to someone, visit the 
school nurse, local doctor, or meet 
with a counselor, you will find your- 
self happier, more confident, and 
more secure with yourself, just as I 
did after meeting with the counselor. 
Stress will always be a factor; per- 
fection will never be achieved. 
These are the facts of life and once 
you accept them, you will no longer 
feel the need to focus on all the 
“negatives.” Trust it from someone 
who has been through depression, 
getting out isn’t easy, but once you 
do it’s uphill from there.

The idea behind the site is that 
students can buy and sell their 
books to each other online and 
eliminate the bookstore’s pricey 
involvement, "We can sell the 
books for more and buy them for 
less according to Josh Wood, pres- 
ident for Associated Students Inc.

little meetings in between each 
other’s classes.

many to buy them from others. 


Actually, that scenario ignores the 
fact that you’re almost certainly 
not going to find all of your books 
outside the. bookstore. You'll still 
be standing ih that winding, end- 
less line. 

Selling your books’ on 
BigNerd.com poses a ‘risk. The 
bookstore buys back books at the 
end of the semester, while bign- 
erdcom users would buy them 
from each other at the beginning 
of the next one. If you don’t find 
buyers for all of your books, 
you’re out of luck. 

Student sellers on the site 
should prepare to compete with all 
the professional Internet vendors 
that also get to participate. 
Vendors like Amazon, Abebooks 
and Half.com move a large vol- 
ume of inventory and are-capable 
of charging lower prices. On the 
flipside though, I even found 
books that were cheaper in the 
bookstore than online. Any book 
you look up on the site provides a 
spreadsheet comparing the 
Internet’s best prices. Keep this in 
mind when deciding what. to 
charge. Also, don’t forget to sub- 
tract the 5.percent commission 
you'll need to pay BigNerd.com 
for their hospitality.

Facing Southern Utah for the 
first time since 1995, the Hornets 
came away with a 23-17 win. 

“Tt’s really nice to get this thing 
back on track. All our guys made 
play after play when they had to,” 
head coach Steve Mooshagian said. 

The win was the first for the 
Hornets since the 47-21 home vic- 
tory against Idaho State last Sept. 
27. Senior quarterback Ryan 
Leadingham threw six touchdowns 
and junior Tyronne Gross rushed for 
240 yards in that game.

The more things change, the 
more they stay the same. 

The first thing Seton Hall vol- 
leyball coach Maureen Rafferty 
Del Rossi noticed upon returning 
to the Hornets’ Nest after five years 
was something she remembered all 
too well from her days as a four- 
year setter for Sacramento State. 

“Tt’s hot in here,” Rafferty Del 
Rossi remarked after a practice last 
Thursday night in preparation for 
her current team’s appearance in 
the second-annual Sacramento 
State Invitational over r the week- 
end. 

While the relative climate of the 
Sacramento. region, as well as the 
humidity of the Nest hasn't 
changed much in five years, 
Rafferty Del Rossi has made the 
transition from standout. player to 
head coach, coming full circle. 

“Moving from a small town in 
Colorado to just outside of 
Manhattan, New York, was. a big 
jump,” Rafferty Del Rossi said. 

For another, the “Del Rossi” at 
the end of her name didn’t show up 
until this last July when she mar- 
ried her husband Joseph. 

Rafferty Del Rossi was a four- 
year starter for the Hornets from 
1996-99 and has the most assists 
(6,510) in Sac State history and. 
ranks third all time in NCAA 
Division I history in that category. 
Rafferty also ranks ninth in the 
Hornet record book in digs, right 
behind 2004 graduate and current 
assistant, Lisa 
Beauchene. 


“Maureen was one of the best’ 


setters we’ve had here,” said 
Hornet head coach Debby Colberg, 
in her 29th year. “Rarely would I 
ever think to myself, ‘that was a 
bad set or a bad decision.’ She

chased down balls I thought were 
dead and put good sets on them.” 

In her junior year, Rafferty 
guided the Hornets to their only 
NCAA Tournament first round vic- 
tory in six program appearances, a 
three-game sweep of Houston. 

“That win. was definitely a 


_ highlight of my career and a great 


moment for the program,” Rafferty 
Del Rossi said. “I also have faith 
that they’ll get past the first round 
and further in the next few years.” 

A teammate of Rafferty’s on the 
1998-99 squads, 6-foot middle hit- 
ter Tasman Dwyer had a front-row 
seat for Seton Hall’s match versus 
the Hornets. and liked what she saw 
from her former setter. 

‘Tt’s fun seeing her in the coach 
role, she fits it to.a “T,’ ” Dwyer 
said as she, Rafferty and former 
teammate Kelly Voeltz stood remi- 
niscing in the brick laden corridor 
of Yosemite Hall after the match 
Friday night. It was the corridor 
they walked together for two full 
years together as it leads to the 
home locker room. 

After graduating with ¢ a degree 


in psychology, Rafferty Del Rossi, 
who was living in Davis at the 
time, took an assistant club director 
job in Davis. After two years, how- 
ever, she said something was miss- 
ing. 

“T didn’t want to be working in 
a cubicle with two computers any- 
more,” Rafferty Del Rossi said. “T 
had devoted so much of my life to 
playing volleyball that I had to go 
out and physically be involved in it 


again. 


‘Tt was a blessing when the 
assistant job as Seton Hall came 
open; I knew it was something I 
had to do.” 

On Feb. 17, 2004, Rafferty Del 
Rossi was named just the sixth 
head volleyball coach in Seton 
Hall’s history. 

“Tf I could pass one thing on to 
my teams it’s that you need to 
believe in yourself and your team,” 
Rafferty Del Rossi _ said.

Energetic show from Talib Kweli and Beastie Boys

“Now here’s a little story I got to 
tell about three bad brothers you 
know so well ...”” The Beastie Boys 
are at it again, and this time they’re 
doing the damn thing with hip-hop 
intellectual Talib Kweli. The fellas 
came through San Francisco’s Bill 


Graham Civic Auditorium Sept. 16 


and 17 with their “To the 5 
Boroughs” tour. 

Talib Kweli opened the show at 
8 p.m. and performed, not for the 
underprivileged minorities and 
ghetto fabulous groups that Kweli 
flows for, but grunge, punk, and hip- 
pie posers, none of whom have fig- 
ured out that trucker hats just aren't 
hot...except on the Beastie Boys of 
course. It didn’t matter who they 
were, though; not for Kweli, whose 
beats and flows moved the crowd. 


The artist performed tracks from 


his first solo project, “Quality,” 
sampled influential artists like 
Michael Jackson and The Beatles, 
and performed the powerful anthem 
‘I Try” from his new CD “The 
Beautiful Struggle” to be released 
Sept. 28. Like the Beastie Boys, 
Kweli is a Brooklyn native who has 
something significant to say. Raised 
by parents who were both educa- 


tors, and with an Arabic first name 


that translates as “student of truth,” 
Kweli was meant for big things, like 
his influential, socially significant 
MCing from the beginning. The set 


was artistically simple and raw, with _ 


nothing on stage but the DJ and 


Kweli himself. Unfortunately it was _ 


a short performance and fans were 
left wanting more and waiting for 
the Boys. 

After set up and intermission, a 
screen lowered and the Beastie 
Boys long-time DJ, Mix Master 
Mike, was followed with an in- 
your-face camera, Wrestle Mania 
style, as he approached the stage. 
The show’s Mix Master Mike intro, 
interlude, and finale, dedicated the 
show to the San Francisco native. 
Ad Rock, MCA, and Mike D final- 
ly came on stage and started off the 
show with an energetic performance 
of “Triple Trouble.” The crowd 
barely knew what to do with them- 
selves, raising hands, jumping to the 
beat, dancing, and eventually all out 
mosh-pitting. Few other perform- 
ances would be worth being stepped 
on, elbowed, and knocked in the 
head, but the Beastie Boys aren’t 
like other performances. 

Since 1984 when the Boys broke 
out with their current members and 
hip hop style, they’ve been true 
originals and their show was no dif- 
ferent.
